12:55 p. M.-^Tho Volunteer just caught 
a magnificent put! of w'ind ami she started 
ahead with a great rush. The Thistle is 
still waiting behind in a calm. She leads 
the Scotchman by neatly a mile at this 
moment. 

1:02 p. M. — The Volunteer was on a 
line drawn from Hoti'nian Island to mth 
Beach, with the Thistle about a quarter 
of a mile below tlie Kurt. The Volunteer 
lias increased her lead and seems to gain 
every moment. 

1:1!) P. M. — The Volunteer has opened 
tlie gap considerably and she is now cer- 
tainly two miles ahead and still training. 
She heels gracefully and her sails seuni to 
draw better than the Thistle's. Both 
baye the same wind at this time. It 
blows from tlie west about eight miles an 
hour. There is considerable haze in the 
lower bay and Sandy Hook is hid from 
view. The fleet of excursionists has 
psssed the fort. 

The fleet <>f excursionists has passed the 
tloat and are spread out in the rear. The 
long lead of tho Yankee is crudited on tho 
shore to superior seamanship in holding 
mi the tirst tack towards Staten Island 
and catching tlie breeze off there. 

Sandy Hook, 1:51 p. m.— The yachts 
are below the buoy 12th, the Volunteer 
about three-quarters of a mile ahead. 

— The Thistle is a quarter of 
a mile the leeward and half-a-mile behind 
the Volunteer. 

2:11< v. M. — The Thistle just tacked to 
t be eastward again.

London, Sept. 27.— The health of Lord 
Salisbury, says the London correspondent 
of the Manchester Guardian,, is a matter 
of serious concern to his friends and 
especially his colleagues. When they 
look to t he future of the administration, a 
question of the prime minister's ability to 
sustain the burden of euros and responsi- 
bilities of office casts darkest shadows 
upon the outlook. This is one of tho 
great factors of the political situation 
which must not be overlooked. From 
this cause, if from no other, tho recon- 
struction of government is possible within 
the next six months. Salisbury's medical 
advisers have ordered as much repose as 
is now possible for tho prime minister to 
obtain and that is hoiug scrupulously 
observed, but 1 have heard a very dis- 
tinguished unionist say last night that 
the greatest peril of the government 
existed in the infirmity of Salisbury's 
health. 

A llnil Outlook I'm- the Sillies. 

Sir Bernard Samuelson, president of 
the chamber of commerce, in his annual 
address declared the currency and tariff 
arrangements now existing in the United 
States were in such a peculiar condition 
that England, France and Germany wore 
living in apprehension that a panic may 
occur any moment in that country. "In 
the face of this existing stato of affairs in 
the United States," he added, "some con- 
solation was afforded by the fact that the 
cash system adopted by many English 
traders was extending.

Coercion in Ireland is continuing to 
work badly for the government and they 
find that even tlie instruments by which 
they propose to accomplish tliu fulness of 
their design fail them.

Tho 
London limes congratulates the Imperial 
government upon this stop and urges 
them to also subsidize the Pacific cable 
from British Columbia to China and Ja- 
pan, with a branch cable to Australia.

THAT SITKA TELEGRAM. 

Secretary Bayard, it appears, has con- 
descended to be interviewed respecting 
tho alleged broach of faith in regard to 
tho Behring's Sea seizures of last, year. 
When first the seizures of British Colum- 
bia sealers wore made, twelve months ago, 
Mr. Bayard ordered the three vessels to 
be released. Judge Dawson, of Sitka, 
received the telegram, which had been 
sent to some point, in Oregon or W ashing- 
ton territory, and thence forwarded to 
Alaska by steamer, and instructed his 
marshals to release the vessels. Before 
the marshals could do t his, Judge Dawson 
countermanded the order on the alleged 
ground that the telegram might be a for- 
gery, and tho vessels have not been re- 
leased to this day, and arc probably rot- 
ting to pieces on the beach at ( lunalaska 
or some other [dace. The very least the 
Judge could have done was to have sent 
to Washington for a confirmation of Sec- 
retary Bayard's telegram, and an answer 
would doubtless have reached him in a 
very short time. The United States gov- 
ernment have boon placed in a very un- 
pleasant position in this matter, and it is 
useless for Mr. Bayard to attempt to wrig- 
gle out of it by talking about this year's 
seizures, and stating t hat. he never gave 
an order for the vessels seized this year to 
bo released, 



A PAN^BRITAN NIC UNION. 

Tin: London Times' editorials of twenty- 
livu and thirty years ago are frequently 
quoted by t hose who wish to create the im- 
pression that England is not at all anxious 
to preserve the bonds which hind the 
colonies to the mother country. The 
Times itself is, however, u living illustra- 
tion of tho great change which has taken 
place in English thought. In a jubilee 
article of Juno 21st the Times said: 

•'During tho early years of the rolgn.it was 
thought impossible thai tho colonics could be 
retained in the ompiro, and a powerful school 
of politicians went so far as to make their Hup- 
ami ion an object to bo directly aimed lit. Bui 
in more recent times, owing to causes 
among which iniisi lie ivconcd the Increased 
interest of the mass of the population in 
political affairs, tho current of thought ami 

reeling has boon complotoly reversed. Emporia) 
federation is universally recognized aa a thing 
desirable in Itself and not impossible ol r oil] I na- 
tion at SOtno future day, while n practical be- 
ginning has I n made by I lie establishment of

The prime miniate 7 * of England has also 
addressed himself to tho consideration 
and discussion of this same wide-reaching 
question. In his recent speech at Nor- 
wich Lord Salisbury made an eloquent 
appeal to the country to remember that 
tho British isles were but part of a world- 
wide empire from whoso fortunes Eng- 
land's own individual prosperity is insep- 
arable. Tho peroration to that address 
reads as follows: 

"If wo have been enabled to maintain at one 
timo an almost fabulous prosperity, if in this 
narrow island with a not too fertile soil, with 
an ungracious climate and limited space we 
have been enabled to maintain a fast and grad- 
ually increasing population, it is because it has 
boon the centre of a splendid empire and n con- 
verging trade. If you once allow our Imperial 
strength to fall. If you once allow our Imperial 
fabric to bo shattered 1 ' " ' then, depend 
upon it, your imperial power will vanish like a 
dream; In every part, of the world your weak- 
ness will bo known; your great dependencies, 
on which your strength rests, will learn tho 
lesson that is taught them- and you will lie loft 
to meditate in fear, in affliction, In destitution, 
and uniler the loss of all the commercial and 
economical advantages by which this country 
has been distinguished, on the folly of neglect- 
ing the truth I lint commercial greatness de- 
pends upon Imperial strength." 

It is evon now dawn ug upon the minds 
of English statesmen that the problem of 
tho future is ono more important, wide- 
reaching and of even more immediate in- 
terest to the English people than that of 
tho integrity of tho United Kingdom; it 
concerns the integrity of tho British 
empire and the commercial interests not 
only of the United Kingdom but of the 
vast colonial dominions of the empire. 
This pioblom is not only awakening dis- 
cussion in Great Britain, but in Canada, 
in Australia, in Now Zealand, at the Cape, 
and in fact throughout all the colonies. 

Ono reason why t his question of a pan- 
Britannic union is gaining such attention 
in England is found in a comparison of 
tho trade returns of tho United Kingdom 
for 18,Sli with tho returns of fifteen or 
twenty years previous. England's export 
trade with her foreign competitors in 
manufacturing industry has boon decreas- 
ing by "leap and bounds." They have 
been encouraging theirdomestic industries 
by a policy of protection, while England 
bus strictly adhered to her free trade 
policy. In 1872 tho value of tho exports 
of the United Kingdom to Belgium, 
Holland, Germany, Austria, Italy, France 
and tho United States "was £120,360,000 
stg. ; but in 1880 tho value of exports to 
those same countries had fallen to £78,- 
400,000 stg., a decrease of £41,900,000 
stg., or 35 percent. In 187- tho United 
States imported and consumed about £1 
per 1 ead of British goods, but less than 
than one-half pound per head in 188(1. 

The exports to all foreign countries 
other than tho above mentioned aggre 
gated £75,341,000 stg. in 1872, but only 
£'f>8, 4!J0,000 stg. in 1880, a decrease of 
£.'1(4,851,000 stg" or 23 per cent. 

Tho same talo is told by the London 
Economist of May last, which shows that 
sixteen leading importing countries took 
British goods to tho value of £139,285,000 
stg. in 1875, and German goods to the 
value of £78,00!i, 000 stg. in the same 
year. In 1880, those sixteen countries 
took only £137.243,000 stg. of British 
goods, but their imports from Germany 
had increased to £101,020,000 stg. 

Although there has been a marked de- 
crease in the export trade of the United 
Kingdom with foreign countries, there 
has boon an equally marked increase in 
the export of British goods to tho colo- 
nies. In 1872, the exports to British 
possessions aggregated £60,556,000 stg. 
in value, and had they decreased in the 
same proportion as did British exports to 
all foreign countries they would have 
amounted to £43,391,000 stg. in 1880; 
but instead of such a decrease there was 
an increase in tho exports to British pos- 
sessions so that in 188(1 they aggregated 
£75,513,000 stg. Ik is facts such aa those 
which are startling t lie British public and 
loading thorn to perceive that if England's 
commercial greatness is to ho preserved, ii 
can only bo done by drawing closer the 
bonds of amity and kin-ship; which at .presold 
bind the colonies to the mother country, 
by tho still stronger bonds of an 
imperial or pan-Britannic commercial 
policy. 

At tho same time tho Un'ted Kingdom 
is becoming more and more dependent 
upon tho manufacturing industries of 
foreign nations. In 1872, England im- 
ported foreign manufactured goods to the 
value of £35,000,000 stg. ; but in 1886, 
according to tho returns of the licmuimist, 
the imports of foreign manufactured goods 
aggregated £53,866,000 stg. .Nearly 
£54,000,000 stg. of goods which might as 
well bo supplied by English and colonial 
industry ! 

Nor are these tho only facts which 
have a practical bearing upon this prob- 
lem. At the present time, Great Britain 
with her wide-spreading colonial posses- 
sions, situated in every portion of the 
globe, capable of producing every natural 
product of the earth, and of maintaining 
every known industry independent of all 
foreign nations, — this same Great Britain 
is dependent upon foreign nations for the 
daily food of the 37,000,000 of people of 
the BriLish Islos. Here are the facts 
from the trade returns for 1880:

If England were to adopt n 
policy of free trade with tho colonioi 
rather than froo trade wit h the world, she 
could preserve her present eommorcia 
policy in its essential principle; and at 
the same time by granting a more advan- 
tageous admission to colonial products en- 
tering her markets, slio would not only 
stimulate colonial trade, but she would 
give the strongest possible incentive to 
her emigrants to make their now homos 
in tho colonies of tho empire rather than 
in foreign countries. 

On the other hand, the colonies, while 
raising their revenues by customs duties 
could stimulate British and colonial trade 
by placing a fifteen, twenty or thirty per 
cent, lower tariff on the colonial and 
British goods than is placed on tho pro- 
ducts of foreign countries. . 

Such is tho very feasible commercial 
scheme which is now being discussed as 
the 'basis of the commercial union of the 
British empire.

"H" Battery. 

The order that came to "B" Battery 
was to the effect that eight npn-commis- 
sioned officers and forty gunners were 
needed tohelp equip "0" Battery. They 
ask as volunteers men of good conduct 
and of more than six mouths in the ser- 
vice. To-day a long list of names was 
sent in, and this Major Wilson has for- 
warded to Ottawa. 

OlTAWA, Sept. 18.-- The Department of 
Militia has decided to proceed at onco 
with the organization of "0" Battery at 
Esquimalt, B. (J. The efforts made in 
England to secure pensioners of the Royal 
Marine Artillery for the Canadian service 
having failed, it has boon determined to 
call for sufficient volunteers from the ex- 
isting batteries, "A" ami "B," to com- 
pose the half of the "0." All those will- 
ing to serve will be re-enlisted for the full 
term of three years at the standard rate 
of pay, forty cents a day. In addition to 
this, however, there will be the good 
conduct pay, and as an extra inducement 
to the men to go to British Columbia a 
bonus of ten cents a day will be paiil on 
the expiration of the three years' service, 
about .si 10. This it is thought will be a 
guarantee against desertion. The scheme 
to bring men from England failed, it is 
understood, because most of the pension- 
ers were married men, and the cost, of 
transporting them and their families from 
the Old Country tn the Pacific coast 
would have been very great, 

KlNOOTON, Sept. IS. Lieuts. Ogilvie 
and Benson, of "A" Battery, have re- 
ceived orders to report at "0" Battery, 
British Columbia. Eighty men have vol- 
unteered to go with thom, and all will 
have gone by Thursday, October 6th. 

Ottawa, Sept. 19,— Fifty men each are 
wanted from "A" and "B" Batteries to 
form the nucleus of ''I'.' 1 The existing 
batteries are at present up to their full 
strength, ami it is thought there will be 
no difficulty in tilling up the ranks if fifty 
vacancies are created in each. "A" and 
"B" Batteries are on the roster for a 
change of stations next year, but "0 ' 
will be retained at Esquimalt until IK'J.'j. 
A number of applications have been re- 
ceived at the department from men anx- 
ious to enlist for service in British Col- 
umbia. 

Kingston, Sept. 20.— It is understood 
that Major Peters and Lieut. Rutherford 
of "A" Battery, and Lieuts. Ogilvie and 
Benson, of "B" Battery, with forty men 
from each battery, will proceed shortly to 
British Columbia to "C" Battery.

Their cannery, which 
last season sent out 8,000 cases, hud been 
idle this your, and other industries were 
stopped, The gentleman also said that 
there was considerable commotion among 
the interior tribes over this question, and 
thai possibly i rouble might euaua.

POLICE COURT. 

The Charge of Assault Against Mr. Muir, 
Principal of the High School, Dismissed. 

Yestorday morning tho case of J. N. 
Muir, charged with assaulting Joseph A. 
McDowell, a pupil in Mr. Offerhaus' 
cluss, at tho high school, was taken up\ 
A large number of people were present, 
including Mayor Foil, Hon. John Robson, 
minister of education, Mr. W. D. Ferris, 
J. P., Chairman Hay ward and Trustees 
Walker and Milne. Mr. W. J. Taylor 
appeared for the defendant. 

W. J. McDowell sworn:— My boy is n 
pupil at the high school in Mr. Offerhaus' 
class; ho was it school on Thursday last; 
came to me and was bruised and black- 
ened; next day took him to the trustees 
and showed him also to Mr. Muir; Mr. 
Muir said he was justified in doing it; 
asked Mr. Muir whether the boy used 
any abusive language, and Mr. Muir said 
that the boy did not; he also said that 
tho boy did not resist while receiving the 
whipping. 

To Mr. Taylor: — The boy is over 15 
years of uge. Witness here declined to 
suy whether he was a fighter or not, but 
told Mr. Muir that he would get satisfac- 
tion; knew nothing of the whipping. 

To the Court: — Have not whipped the 
boy for six months; he does not require 
it; ho was sent to school by me and bus 
been at tending about a year; he was ex- 
amined by a medical man; when 1 went 
to Mr. Muir I asked whether it would 
not be better to send the boy from school; 
don't remember telling Mr. Halliday that 
witness bud to whip the boy with a horse- 
whip. 

Joseph A. McDowell, sworn Am the 
son of the last witness, and am over L6 
years of age; attended the school about a 
year. On Thursday last Mr. Muir beat 
me with a strap; he struck me on the legs, 
arms and buck; no clothing was taken off; 
Mr. Muir was throwing tire crackers at 
geese and they did not go off; Mr. Muir 
went out to get the crackers and witness 
struck the blackboard; Mr. Offorhaus was 
annoyed and told Mr. Muir when he came 
it; other children were making a noise and 
t hey were not corrected ; when defendant 
whipped me he stopped twice. 

To Mr. Taylor The teachers are all 
down on me; don't remember whether 
Mr. Muir said he hud tried every means 
to make me good and he must make me 
feel pain; 1 deliver papers on horseback, 
and delivered them the night of t he whip- 
ping. 

(i. L. Milne, M. 1)., sworn Am a phy- 
sician; Mr. McDowell came to my ollice 
last Friday morning; was asked to look at 
the boys, and saw considerable discolora- 
tion on the back of both thighs; he also 
showed the left elbow which was also dis- 
colored; saw no more marks. 

To.Mr. McDowell Did not say it was 
brutal, but said he was thrashed very 
severely. 

'fo. Mr. Taylor— A slight caning will 
make a discoloration; had a conversation 
with Mr. Muir, and he (Muir) was not in 
favor of punishing the girls. I thought 
punishment would he better than sus- 
pending the girls for two weeks or more. 

'fo His Worship the Mayor - 'fin 1 girls 
are punished under the supervision of 
the lady teachers, hut they are not pun- 
ished in the high school. 

Rhyndas < Ifferhaus, sworn Am teacher 
in the high school; in opening a door on 
Thursday last 1 saw Air. Muir in one cor- 
ner of the room and the boy in another; 
Mr. Muir told the hoy to wipe his face 
and take his scat ; did not interfere be- 
cause I did not see the boy being whipped; 
did not tell McDowell (hat 1 had to in- 
terfere. 

To Mr. Taylor- Tho whipping took 
place about an hour after the offence bad 
been committed; Mr. Muir was very cool. 
The cause of the whipping was because 
the boy struck the black-board; I asked 
who made the noise, and McDowell ac- 
knowledged that he did; there are over 
seventy children in the room; the flogging 
was given in the cloak room. The rule 
in my room is to whip tho boys before 
the children; Hogging is only resorted to 
in extreme ciif.es. I Hogged the boy 
about two weeks before; must go by the 
act; if we do not the Prov incial secretary 
would see that we do our duty. 

J. N. Muir sworn Am principal of the 
high school. About a week ago 1 told 
McDowell that nothing would do but to 
give hint a whipping; he was punished 
every other way, such us keeping him in 
ut recesa and standing him up on the 
floor; punished the hoy on account of bis 
previous reputation and for striking the 
black-board; told him that the strap was 
tho only thing for him ; he was punished 
because of a combination of reasons; 
when McDowell was taken to the 
room he told me that he would not bo 
whipped; told McDowell that he hail 
been warned, and the object was to make 
him feel pain; McDowell said u horse in- 
jured his arm; tried to avoid hurting his 
arm and gave him a few more slaps; the 
whipping was given with a strap, and the 
reason why it was so severe was on ac- 
count of his former had behaviour. The 
strap is in the schoolroom in my desk. 

His Honor said that according to all 
rules a teacher takes the place of the 
parent. Some people beliove that their 
children should never he whipped, 'fhe 
question was whether Mr. Muir had ex- 
ceeded his powers, 'fhe boy stated hon- 
estly why he was punished, and gave his 
evidence in a straightforward manner. 
Ho could not have boon very badly in- 
jured or he could not ride a horse the 
same day. The hoy would, when he 
grew older, thank Mr. Muir for the whip- 
ping, and, as the question is one on which 
Mr. Muir's retention as principal depend- 
ed, and as the whipping received hy the 
hoy would not justify him in linding Mr. 
Muir guilty of assault, the case would bo 
dismissed.
